I rely mainly on my pre- 
sentation skills such as body language, 
presence of mind, timing ete., I start 
my shows by singing a verse from the 
“Thirukkural’. I use theme based 
lyrics from national integration songs, 
movie songs, jingles etc., to suit the 
theme. 

I believe you offer scientific expla- 
nations at the end of each trick and 









also warn people against tricksters. 
How did you think up this novel idea? 

1 got this idea from my parents and 
some volunteers of Tamil Nadu Sci- 
ence Forum who try to create social 
awareness. My shows are packed with 
entertainment and I do theme based 
presentations. 


Doesn titspoil the thrill for the au- 
dience? Does your audience consist 


of mainly adults or children? 

No. The thrill is not spoilt because 
although I do give scientific explana- 
tions for gimmicks used to exploit the 
rural public, I don't give explanations 
for the magic tricks I 
perform. My audience 
consists of people from all 
walks of life, but mostly 
women and children, 


How many shows have you per- 
formed? 
In around 60 places. I've performed 


amidst the rural public, school children, 
inmates of Juvenile Home, birthday 
and marriage parties, in popular TV

Which language do you use? 

Mostly Tamil. I speak English too. 
Sometimes it’s a combination of lan- 
guages, occassionally Hindi 

In small places, do people feel 
shocked or happy when you give sci- 
entific explanations? 

Advertisements may indirectly sug- 
gest that the product will magically 
transform a person, For eg. fairness 
cream or tooth paste. A lot of people 
get influenced by these ads. I use my 
shows to promote 
social awareness. 
People are usually 
surprised. A few of 
them ask for de- 
tailed clarifica- 
tions, Sometimes 1 
can see mixed ex- 
pressions or con- 
templation on their faces. 

Do you have shows during the 
week or only on weekends and holi- 
days? 

Studies are my priority, So holidays 
and weekends are convenient. But on 
special occasions when I have to miss 
school, my teachers permit me and 
even encourage me in my activities.

2? How are pimples caused? Can 
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they be cured? 

! Pimples occur because of excessive 
oil in the skin. The upper layer of the 
skin contains numerous open pores and 
the middle layer contains sebaceous 
glands. These glands secrete an oil 
called sebum. Usually sebum he!ps in 
keeping the skin soft and supple, But 
at the onset of puberty due to increase 
in sex hormones, the androgens, in 
particular, sebaceous glands start 
secreting more sebum which the ody 
tries to excrete through open pores. 
These pores now become clogged 
with hardened sebum. The 
tip of the clogged sebum 
which is exposed to air 
turns black. It is called “black 
heads”. The swelling of skin 
around these black heads 
results in pimples. Sometimes 
pimples contain pus duz to 
infection. Pimples can be treated ‘vith 
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anti-pimple cream 

along with appropriate antibiotics. 
Here are some ways to control 

pimples: 

1. Keep the face clean always, Wash 

your face with soap and lukewarm 

‘water as often as possible. 

2, Do not use face powders, tales or 

creams frequently, 

3, Avoid non-vegetarian food, sweets, 

butter, creams, cakes, ice creams, 

chocolates, puddings, meat and eggs, 

4, Increase intake of greens, spinach 

and other vegetables, 

5, Don't touch the pimples often. 

6, Drink plenty of water, 

7. Take your doctor's advice on the 

‘medication to use on pimples. 

8, Don't use the creams prescribed in 

advertisements

tissue. There are two rounded masses 
situated on either side of the throat. 
‘They play a vital role in the immune 
reaction of the body, especially in the

first five years of life. They give 
protection against the ingested and 
inspired bacteria by producing 
antibodies. Sometimes a bacterium 
called beta haemolytic streptococcus 
invades the tonsils and causes infection 
and inflammation resulting in the 
condition called “tonsillitis". The 
classical features of acute tonsillitis are 
pain in the throat, difficulty in 
swallowing, fever and car pain, usually 
lasting at least four or five days. Taking 
proper antibiotics and analgesics will
